This  fine  collection  of  Half  Cents  is  attributed  both  to  Gilbert  and  to  the 
Breen  numbers  as  they  have  appeared  in  the  recent  catalogues,  and  the  basal 
values  are  the  same.  Where  we  call  coins  “finest  known”  this  is  based  on  state- 
ments found  in  those  catalogues.  In  the  light  of  the  prices  lately  realized  by 
iop-gracle  half  cents,  we  think  it  only  just  to  estimate  “finest  knowns”  at  double 
book  value,  and  “condition  census”  coins  at  P/o  times  book  value,  the  same  as 
Dr.  Sheldon  clicl  on  the  cents  from  this  collection.

One  of  them  is  in  the  James 
Stack  collection,  and  cost  him  $2250  around  1944.  The  other  is  the 
Granberg-Woodin-Newcomer-Neil  specimen,  now  in  the  Eliasberg  col- 
lection. Other  specimens  of  this  date  are  in  far  inferior  condition,  such 
as  the  Hesslein-WGS-Skinner  coin  which  was  mutilated  by  having  ini- 
tials removed  from  obverse  fields.  The  frequent  records  of  this  date  are 
invariably  from  the  same  dollar  having  been  sold  and  resold,  not  from 
different  specimens.  To  our  knowledge  only  five  specimens  can  be  traced 
with  certainty,  one  other  having  been  reported.  That  puts  this  coin  in 
a class  with  the  original  1804.  Disregarding  the  controversy  over  the 
latter,  we  can  still  say  that  the  coin  now  offered  is  the  outstanding 
dollar  in  this  collection,  and  is  by  far  the  finest  known  of  the  rarest 
collectible  United  States  silver  dollar.  We  consider  it  fully  in  a class 
with  the  1853-0  half  without  arrows  or  the  1858  Eagle  in  rarity,  and 
we  confidently  anticipate  that  collectors  will  agree  with  us  in  our  esti- 
mate that  this  piece  is  worth  a price  comparable  to  those  two.  In  a black 
leather  and  velvet  display  case.

Ob- 
verses respectively  large  (regular)  flying  eagle,  small  letters;  small 
flying  eagle ; and  Indian  head.  Reverses,  tobacco  wreath  as  on  the  1856-

adopted  1859  cent.  There  were  less  than  75  sets  struck  in  1858,  and 
most  of  them  have  been  broken  up  long  ago,  because  the  first  coin  (the 
adopted  design  of  the  year)  was  sought  by  collectors  of  regular  cents, 
and  is  today  a $75  item  by  itself.
